L ondon, March 2.—Lord Lansdowne 
chose tho psychological moment of re­ 


joicing in 
London to announce esti- 
niiiYesexceeding £61,000,000 and rather 
startled the public by unfolding the 
t r -rsirn of the war office to send out, 
in add turn to the 30,000 troops now 
a lout, 56,000 fresh soldiers. Lord Rob­ 
ins will ultimately have a force of 
25 >,000. 
An order has reached Woolwich ar- 
j- md for the construction of 224 new 
i: us, from three-pounders to 12-inch 
runs. Of these 140 are to lie naval 
jnuis. 
Already 25,000 workiC in are 
i c ared at the arsenal and 3,000 more 
will be engaged. These decisions to 
Fend out more troops and to increase 
tin home armament meet with uni- 
verbal approval. 
The Boers seem to have gotten quite 
away from around Ladysmith without 
losing a gun or their baggage. 
Van 
Rec lien’s pass is only about 20 miles 
from Ladysmith. The enemy had artil- 
lerv in action Tuesday, and they proba­ 
bly utilize d both railroads in retreating, 
sending the heavy pieces to Pretoria and 
the lighter ones into the Free State. 
Dr. Leyds savs that General Joubert 
is assembling 50,000 men at Winburg, 
7o miles northeast of Bloemfontein. 
C olonel Albrecht, according to a dis 
patch from Paardeberg, affirms that the 
Boers have 75,000 men left. 
Whether Lord Roberts is at Bloem 
fontein now or not, he soon will be dat­ 
ing his dispatches there and using the 
town as his advanced base. 
Lord Kitchener’s mission is to com 
bino the forces under General Clement 
and General Gatacre, and to advance 
along the line of the railroad to Bloem­ 
fontein. The railway will simplify im­ 
mensely the perplexities of transport. 
The Marquis of Lansdowne has issued 
the following explanatory memoran 
diim. 
“The estimates have been trainee 
under the following adverse conditions 
“ (a) Provision has to be made for 
carrying on the war in South Africa. 
“ (b) It has been decided to make an 
addition at once to the permanent 
strength of the army. 
“ (c) Temporary measures will have 
to be authorized for increasing the de­ 
fense of the United Kingdom. 
“As to the vote for men, £212,449 may 
be regarded as a permanent balance due 
to the war and to the special measures 
for home defense.” 
It is estimated that the expenditure of 
£61,449,400 is accounted for as follows: 
Formal estimate, £21,777,700; perma­ 
nent addition to the army, £1,925,000; 
temporary home defense, £6,228,000; 
aud war charges, £31,568,700. 


STUPID ANDALMOST INSANE 


Commandant A lbrecht So Described Brit* 
Uh Strategy Dp to M asers- 


fontein. 


P a a r d e b e r g , March 2.—Commandant 
Albrecht described the British strategy 
up to the battle of Maggersfoutein as 
“stupid and almost insane.” He says 
there were only 4,000 men in the Mag* 
ersfontein trenches and that only half 
of these were engaged in actual fight­ 
ing. 
He praises the strategy of Lord 
Roberts, but says that the war is by no 
means ended, as there are still 75,000 re­ 
publicans in the field. 
General Cronje’s surrender, accord­ 
ing to Albrecht, was “due to a blander 
in locking up his men in a hole in­ 
stead of occupying kopjes.” 
Commandant Wolmarans, however, 
considers it hopeless for the Boers to 
continue fighting, in the present cir- 
•nmstances.

LONDON WILD WITH JOT. 


Great D em onstration O ver th e B e lie f o f 
Ladysm ith, In th e E nglish 
M etropolis. 


London, March 2.—London gave itself 


up to tne wildest expressions or joy over 
the rel cf of Ladysmith. 
From the 
mansion house to the West End all the 
leading thoroughfares were constantly 
paraded by cheering crowds, intermit­ 
tently bursting into patriotic songs. 
Bands marching through the streets as­ 
sisted with strains of jubilation, aud 
the same exultant notes were to be heard 
at every railroad station or place of pub­ 
lic gathering throughout the metropolis. 
The Wont End clubs, the cafes, the 
restaurants and the public buildings 
were all brilliantly illuminated and 
their interiors, even to the tables, were 
beautifully decorated with flags, bunt­ 
ing and ingenious arrangements of 
electric lights. At all the music halls, 
patriotic songs were given, the people 
rising and joining, amid scenos of un­ 
bounded enthusiasm. 
One striking feature of the rejoicing 
was the great number of American flags 
intertwined with the British. When 
the theaters and music halls poured 
forth thousands, the jubilation was re­ 
doubled.

HELIE!' OF LADYSMITH 


B u lle r Foil nil Troop* anil Citizen* In B ad 
C ondition Soldier* N eed N ursing 
In to Shape. 


L o n d o n , March 2.—Gen. Buller cabled 
the British war office that Ladysmith 
had been relieved. His dispatch con­ 
tained the following: 
“ I y t t l e t o n ’s H e a d q u a r te r s , March 
I.—9:05 a. rn.—Dundonald with the 
Natal Carbineers and composite regi­ 
ment entered Ladysmith last night. 
The country between me and Lady­ 
smith is reported clear of the enemy. I 
urn moving on Nelthorpe. 
B u l l e r . ” 
General Buller later telegraphed from 
Nelthorpe as follows: 
• ‘I have just returned from Ladysmith. 
Except for a small rear guard at the top 
of Surprise Hill, the whole enemy has 
retired in hot haste, and south of the 
town the country is free from them. 
“The Ladyemith garrison were re­ 
duced to one-half pound of meal a day, 
and were supplementing their meat ra­ 
tion s with horses and mules. 
“The men will need a little nursing 
before they are fit for the field.” 


VAST INCREASE IN MONEY. 


Banks G etting B eady For the New Finan­ 
cial Law. 


N e w Y o r k , March 2.—A slight ad 
Vance was reported in some issues of 
government bonds, due to the demands 
of out of town banks, which want them 


f o r refunding into the proposed new 2 
per cents to take out circulation. Pre­ 
dictions regarding the probable increase 
in bank note circulation range all the 
way from $50,000,000 to the $550,000,000 
possibly. Many state banks are content 
plating taking out charters as uationa 
banks in order to profit by the cireula 


n o n feature of the proposed law. One 
banker knows of more than 2o0 such 
institutions. 
. 
It is reported that two very large city 
banks have arranged to take fall ad­ 
vantage of the refueling measure. 


Heretofore it has been the custom to ap­ 
praise it at two fifths of its valne. The 
change in the law, however, does not 
mean th a t t «x**s will be higher. They 
will simply be more uniform. Under 
the old system a man owning $10,000 
worth of property paid taxes on $4 OOO 
and held property worth $6,000 on 
which he paid no taxes. The man own­ 
ing $1,000 worth of property paid taxes 
o i M'H) and held $600 worth without 
taxation. 
The man with the $10,000 
pro u-rty ha9 $5,400 more property on 
wnich he does not pay than tne man 
with the $1,000 property. By appraising 
b 
properties at their real value, each 
man will pay his proportionate share 
and true uniformity of taxation would 
result. By real value is meant the sell­ 
ing price of land as shown by the sale of 
adjoining land, and not the price 
brought by auction or forced sale. City 
property and farm property are to be 
treated alike. 
Aa it is now, in the cor 
potations of the bounty land has been 
appraised at two-fifths of its valne, bot 
farm land has hitherto been appraised 
at pretty close to its full value. The ap 
praisers have until July I to compleie 
their appraisement. 
lr is believed that the new system will 
result in a much more satisfactory basis 
of taxatiou and a lower general millage.

Seventh street is the last avenue or 
thoroughfare where one woald expect to 
locate a sporting house.

BOERS GATHERING AT WIXBniG.

London, March 2.—Lord Lonsdowne 
ch< -e tlio psychological moment of re­ 
joicing in London to announce esti­ 
mates exceeding £01,000,000 and rather 
startled the public by unfolding the 
pr- lam of the war office to send out, 
in add tion to the 20,000 troops now 
Riloat, 56,000 fresh soldiers. L**rd Rob­ 
e rts will ultimately have a force of 
850,000. 
An order 1ms reached Woolwich ar- 
t nal for the construction of 224 new 
gens, from three-pounders to 12-inch 
guns. Of these 140 are to lie naval 
guns. 
Already 25,000 work iff ru are 
t -.ployed at the arsenal and 3,000 more 
v. 
be engaged. These decisions to 
send out more troops and to increase 
the home armament meet with uni­ 
versal approval.

Ke« m u ’s pass is only about 20 miles 
from lndvsm ith. The enemy had artil­ 
lery in action Tuesday, and they proba­ 
bly utiliz d both railroads in retreating, 
sending the heavy pieces to Pretoria and 
the lighter ones into the Free State. 
l)r. Leyds says ti nt General Joubert 
Is assembling 50,(HX) m**n at Winburg, 
?0 miles northeast of 
Bloemfontein. 
Colonel Albrecht, according to a dis­ 
patch from Paardeberg, affirms that the 
Boers have 75,000 men left. 
Whether Lord Roberts is at Bloem­ 
fontein now or not, he soon will lie dat­ 
ing his dispatches there and using the 
town as his advanced base. 
Lord Kitchener’s mission is to com­ 
bine th« forces under General Clement 
ami General Gatacre, and to advance 
along the line of the railroad to Bloem- 
foutein. The railway will simplify im­ 
mensely the perplexities of transport. 
The Marquis of Lansdowne has issued 
the following explanatory memoran­ 
dum. 
“The estimates have been framed 
under the following adverse conditions: 
“ (a) Provision has to lie made for 
carrying on the war in South Africa. 
“ (b) it has been decided to make an 
addition at once to the {xrinanent 
strength of the army. 
“ (c) Temporary measures will have 
to be authorized for increasing the de­ 
fend of tlie United Kingdom. 
“ As to the vote for men, £212,449 may 
be regarded as a iKirmaneut balance due 
to the war and to the si>ocial measures 
for home defense.”

£61,449,400 is accounted for as follows: 
Normal estimate, £21,777,700; perma­ 
nent addition to the army, £1,925,000;

London, March 2.—London gave itself

mansion house to the West End all the 
leading thoroughfares were constantly 
paraded by cheering crowds, interm it­ 
tently bursting into patriotic songs. 
Bands marching through the streets as­ 
sisted with strains of jubilation, and 
the same exultant notes were to be heard 
at every railroad station or place of pub­ 
lic gathering throughout the metropolis. 
The Wttnt End clubs, the cafes, the 
restaurants and the public buildings 
were all brilliantly 
illuminated and 
their interiors, even to the tables, were 
beaut.iuily decorated with Hags, bunt­ 
ing and Ingenious arrangements of 
electric lights. 
At all the music halls, 
patriotic songs were given, the people 
rising and joining, amid scenes of un­ 
bounded enthusiasm.

Heretofore it ha9 been the custom to ap­ 
praise it at two fifths of its value. Tile 
change in the law, however, does not 
mean that t ix-s will be higher.

Under 
the old system a man owning $10,000 
worth of property paid taxes on $4 000 
and held property worth 
$6,000 on 
which he paid no taxes. 
The mati own­ 
ing $1,000 worth of properly paid taxes 
o i $4‘»0 and held $600 worth without 
taxation. 
The man with the $10,000 
pro »erty has $5,400 more property on 
wbich he does not pay than tile man 
with the $1,000 property. By appraising 
b 
properties at their real value, each 
man will pay his proportionate share 
and true uniformity of taxation would 
result. By real value is meant the sell­ 
ing price of land as shown by the sale of 
adjoining land, and not 
the

brought by auction or forced sale. City 
property and farm property are to be 
treated alike.
